e<l. Yesterday foienoon, an Indian woman 
al the village of Caughnaivnga, who was 
seeking for a stray cow, discovered a large 
body of armed men in the woods, and gave 
iiiformarion of the circumstance to the liiv 
dians, who were then assembled at cJiurcb.

SeYeniy five were ta¬ 
ken prisoners, 8c irouglit into town, hand* 
cufVeil, by the Laclilne Cavalry. A con¬ 
siderable number of arrests were made yes 
terday. among whom are L, M. Vigf*r, the 
President of the People's Bank; D. B. Vi¬ 
gor, an ex*Legisladve Councillor; CharlcvS

rier, and agrett many other leading rebels. 
The Volunteers w»-re ordered out, and vied 
with each oilier in iloing their duty with 
alaciiiy. *l'h«‘y were appointed lo search 
every su-pecied house in the ciiy and su 
hurhs f«»r arms, ami they briMight in a con¬ 
siderable supply. It was remarked that in

i The events of last week have been of a 
;stirring character on this frontier. 

Late on the nigfit of Satunlay, the 3d 
inst, Col. Jones received intelligence of the 
insurrection in L’Acadie, and of the inva- 
ision of the province by the .Americans from 
Alhurg. Orders were immediately issued 
by the colonel to the officers of his battal¬ 
ion, to turn out for the suppression of this 
second rebellion, and early in the forenoon 
of Sunday, the companies ordered out were 
on the move towards the West and the 
lines. The invasion, how'’eTer, proved to 
be a short one of only a few hours. Bry¬ 
ant, the rascaUin chief, deeming it prudent 
to retrace his steps in consequence of a mis 
understanding res|)ecting the place of ren 
dezvous between the invaders and tho re 
bels on Caldweir? Manor,at Henryville,&c. 
The pirates numbered about sixty and were 
fully armed, having with them besides the 
muskets in their fiands, three pieces of can¬ 
non anil four waggons coiitaiuing arms and 
I ammunition, to deal out to the rebels who 
jhad-sworn to rise that night and meet them. 
\A loyalist who had crossed to .4Iburg on 
Saturday evening was seized by them with¬ 
in con¬ 
finement until next morning. This outrage 
[having been committed ^n the American 
side, will of course, pass for nothing; hut if 
there ever existed in the bosoms of men a 
principle of revenge, ir is possible that time 
may afford ample opportunity of calling it 
into play. 

Bryant, after leaving the province, mov¬ 
ed upon .American ground, to the Riche¬ 
lieu, which, being now four hundred strong, 
he crossed on Wednesday in a sloop and 
debarked just within the Canada line. The 
invaders landed their small arms and one 
piece of artillery, with the intention of eat- 
'ing up a body of loyalists, one hundred aud 


'joined the afternoon before. This was the 
only loss sustained by the loyalists to day. 
Nelson with his overwhelming force had 
now surrounded tho chapel on three sides, 
[when captain Vaughan, with a force of 103 
men, part of Col. Williams’s command, hav- 
jing crossed tlie Richelieu attlie commence¬ 
ment of tlie firing, came up at double quick 
in extended order, & fell upon the Ameri¬ 
cans and rebels with such spirit, that they 
were compelled to flee. In this engagement 
the rebels had upwards of 30 killed, 
(several of whom fell by one discharge of 
the cannon taken from them the day be¬ 
fore) and a great number wounded. 

Col. Williams, from the moment the in¬ 
surrection commenced, has hem as ener- ' 
getic as the circumstances required, in a- ' 
dopting, and eeeing personally to the exe,. 
cution of, measures for the defence of the 
Rouville and Missiskoui frontier; the Rou- 
ville militia being strengthened by captain 
Starke’s Volunteers, and three companies 
of the Missiskoui militia^

at Missiskoui Bay, & distributed his force

city, not to allow themselves to be at al! 
alarmed by passing events. The present 
crisis could not have arrived at a more fa<* 
vorable juncture; for we do not really see 
that any serious danger is to be apprehend¬ 
ed if we are only true to ourselves. The 
energy with which the Government is act¬ 
ing has already had the best effect—2000, 
at least, of the volunteers, in the course of 
yesterday, flow to arms.-^Ih. 


From the Montreal Herald. 

Yesterday morning, intelligence reached 
town that Mr, John M‘Doimell, advocate 
of this city, had been captured at St. Grev 
goire, nearly opposite to TIuee Rivers, 
endeavouring to raise the habitans in tl>at 
part of the country. He described himself 
as an American General, and slated that 
the .Americans had risen en masse to assist 
the suffering Canadians. Some loyalists 
look him prisoner, and delivered him up to 
the regiment of Guards stationed at Three 
Rivers. On liis person were found some 
papers addressed to him as Major General 
of the Patriot Army, and a trieolored flag 
was found in his possession. — He was 
hrouglit up to town yesterday in the Steam¬ 
er Canada, which had also Sir James M‘- 
Donncli and a regiment of Guards from 
Three Rivers. As soon as it was known 
that the rebel of the same name was on 
hoard, there was a great sensation in the 
city, and immense numbers thronged the 
wharves.—When he landed, handcuffed to 
anotlier traitor, and under a guard of sol¬ 
diers, the crowd groaned and shouted and 
yelled, and while on his way to the old 
gaol, along the beach so far as the New 
Market, he was pelted with stones & mud, 
was spat upon on the face, and insulted in 
possible way. It was with extraor-. 
dinaiy difficulty that the more highly exci¬ 
ted pmtion of the crowd was restrained 
from laying violent hands on him, and se 
curing his punishment on the spot, and the 
feeling tliat he would certainly be tried 
summarily by Martial law, and immediately 
thereafter hanged, alone saved him from 
the infuriated populace. The disclosures 
made by some of the prisoners are very 
precise and very fiTiporiant. It appears 
that a schedule of the property of each loy¬ 
alist in the city, was drawn up^ and on the 
taking of the city it was intendetf that these 
parties should deliver up their property as 
a ransom, while another class Wfls not to 
receive any mercy, in which we have the 
honor of figuring. All the Jews, also, were 
to he massacred. We heard that a copy 
of the list was found in M‘Donneirs pos¬ 
session, hut cannot vouch for the fact. He 
had the impudence to ask Sir James M‘h 
D onnell to allow him to go to prison in a 
calcche, but Sir James refused it, telling 
him that he was a disgrace to his name and 
to Scotland. On reaching the barracks, 
his gnards perceived that he was likely to 
he sacrificed to the populace, and he was 
very properly taken no farther. We do 
not remember to have seen such an excitea 
menl since the Gth of November last year; 
McDonnell is of Scotch and Canadian ex¬ 
traction, but always associated with Cana¬ 
dians, and managed to steer clear of any 
overt act of treason last year. He is of a 
piepossing appearance and of very gentle^ 
manly manners. As an advocate he had a 
very good piactice at the Montreal Bar, and 
as a politician, he has been working for the 
gallows during the last eleven years.—It 
was at his house in the St. Antoine sub¬ 
urb that the secret meetings were lately held 
and the oaths administered. I he following 
list of the prisoners in jail for Hi^h Trea¬ 
son is from the Courier of yesterday, with 
the addinon of those arrested yesterday.

Acconling to the latest accounts receiv¬ 
ed from Bagdad, hostilities between the 
English and Persians had commenced at 
Bushire, and .sev^eial not inconsiderable ac¬ 
tions had taken place, in which the Persian 
troops were defeated. The siege of Herat 
is believed to have been raisee without the 
conclusion of a treaty of peace, so that the 
Schah seems to he threatened not only 
from the soutiiwest, but at the same time 
from the northeast. 

* A conflict between Russian and Eng¬ 
lish armies in Persia is therefore possible, 
and it is wholly owing to the circumspect 
policy of Redschid Pasha if it does not take 
place in the boundaries of the Ottoman em- 
pire. 

The Russian Universal Gazette contains 
the following.’—‘A courier despatched 
from Teheran by Colonel Duhamel, his 
Imperial Majesty's envoy to the Shah of 
Persia, arrived here on the 2(1 inst. with a 
letter from the Prince, formally soliciting 
the intervention of Russia. A fresh cour¬ 
ier, hearing this application, was immedi¬ 
ately sent off to the Emperor, whose orders 
I are expected. In the meantime the Min¬ 
ister of War has prepared a reinforcement 
of 15,000 men fur an army stationed in 
Armenia.

THE MORMONS* 

It Appears from ilie St- Louis Republi¬ 
can that blood has already been spilt in a 
conflict between the Mormons and a Mis¬ 
souri mob, and that a still more serious coL 
lision is threatened. The following is an 
extract of a letter from Dr. Dunnica, dated 
Oct. 7. 

‘ The Mormons reside at a town six miles 
above Grand river, called De Witt. For 
the last wet'k some citizens of Cat roll and 
others from Saline and Charlton counties, 
to the number of about two hundred per¬ 
sons, have been assembled within one mile 
of De Witt, all well armed, and have one 
piece of artillery, threatening every day to 
attack the Mormons in De Witt ; in fact, 
on the 4th there was an attack made and 
many guns fired from both sides, but only 
I one man wounded of the mob party as they 
are called. We were there yesterday, and 
endeavored to bring about a reconciliation 
betw(»en the paities; the citizens proposed 
that if the Mormons would leave the coun 
try and not r(*turn they would pay them 
back the amount their property cost, with
